In the United State* the da>' of thr large 
open range, when beef caitk migrated with 
the season*, is almost pail. Yielding to the 
advance of the plow, million* of acre* of oner 
public domain are now in crop. For the most 
part cattle are kept on farm*. Some fifteen 
years ago we were c» porting f 150,000.000 
Worth of beef annually, but before the present 
war began wc were importing beef. Under 
the niirnulu* of Mr. Hoover'* meatless day* 
and the cooperation of the American house- 
wife, we ore now sending beef to our allies 
at the rate of twenty thousand too* a month, 
which i* at the rate of 140 thousand ton* a 
year with a present estimated value of 
f72.ooo.ono.
